Tno men 
nearly all have a few hundred dol- 
lars ahead at all times; they have to 
laugh at tho ideas of suffering that 
have spread through tho east, at Uie 
fanciful tales of oppression and abuse 
that are being told to draw money 
from the tos'Jern unions Into the 
Federation coffers. Thcs men were 
sacrificed to the greed of their'union 
leaders to force all men working In 
the mining Industry to acknowledge 
them as their labor masters, to pay- 
dues Into the union, and for no otner 
hope of gain.

ippine Islands, he conceived tho Idea, 
that tho World's Fair at St. Loula, al- 
most In th(T center at tho United 
States, would offer an excellent oppor- 
tunity to show to tho American peo- 
ple, the wonderful resourced of th» 
archipelago and tho character of tliu 
Inhabitants. Gov. Taft outlined u plan 
for a Filipino display nt St. Lnul.i, 
which has* been carried out faithfully. 


Tho 1'hillpplno Exposition is per- 


haps tho most striking feature of tho 
World's Fair.

This Philippine Exposition Is a placo 


of contrasts. Tho man who goes Into 
It thoroughly Is amazed at the patriot-

resentatives, and at tho depravity, 
Eupcrstltlon and Ignorance of tho sav- 
age tribes. Some havo said this ex- 
position hat taught that tho WQrd 
"Filipino" Is misleading, that thero Is 
no standard typo in tho Philippines, 
that tho displays of flerco Moros, 
naked Igorrotes, pompous Bagoboa, 
and moukcy-liko Negritos, dissipate 
tho Idea that tho Philippines are popu- 
lated by a homogcncouu people.

The Administration building Is a rep- 


lica of the government olllces In Ma- 
nila, while the Art 'and Education 
building reproduces In miniature the 
cathedral within the walled city, even 
the mellowed tlltts of age being faith- 
fully rendered. 
A section of Hie an- 


cient but Htlll serviceable town wall 
has been reconstructed to serve the dou- 
'lih- purpose of a gateway to the show 
nnd n museum of arms and war, relics. 
The other main edldces are types of 
Filipino homiM, being built of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatched roofs and broad verandas. 


Then there are the tribal villages 


nestling under the trees, some of the 
houses perelu-d high up among the 
boughs, others on piles above the wa.- 
tors of the Arrowhead lake, all of them 
iictual dwellings fashioned of native 
Dinterlals by native workmanship and 
lllimtratlng the manners, customs and 
pursuits of tlirlr occupants. Here nre 
women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rudo hand locm, others making bas- 
kets, others tending Irrigated llelds of 
rice. One group of men arc In village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
moving In a circular dance to the thump 
of tomtoms nnd the clang of brass 
Kongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
by the aid of n primitive but most hi- 
penlous bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an air- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And these 
nrc but n few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life pictures. 


The ethnological problem Is a snmo- 


•what complicated one; but, although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented among the village dwellers, 
the scouts and the constabulary, each 
race vpcaklng Its own dialect and fol- 
lowing Its own customs, all may be 
roughly claHslllcd Into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
ami the Mohammedan Malays. 
.The tlrst are the dwarf Nvgrltos. with 
dark Bklns and woolly bends, wejirers 
of xcanty raiment, proficient In the use 
of the bow and poisoned arrow, a race 
of nomadtt and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure nnd simple. They live In their 
own stockaded village. 


Next to them nre the Igorrotes, 


whose origin 's traced back to the lirst 
wave of Malay Invasion. Here, again. 


" we have, scanty clothing, nmoiintlng 
almost to nudity, but copper colored 
ttklns. long wavy trcss-os. plens-.Mit fea- 
tured faces ami line pbjslqi:e>s, even 
though the filature be small. Among 
these pagan Mnlays are the brad hunt- 
ITS and the dog eaters. They arc sav- 
ages, yet have their rode of laws nnd a 
knowledge of several primitive Indus- 
tries. 


The Christian Malays, produced by

St. I.otlls, like all cities, experienced 


several hot days during July, 'hut her 
highest temperature recorded was iKI 
degrees against 04 degrees registered 
by the thermometer at Chicago.

degrees In Philadelphia, and scores of 
heat prostrations were reported from 
New York and Boston.
